The effects of ti^it money 
and high interest rates are 
t>eginning to be felt in Virginia 
Beach. 

Construction permits issued 
for single family housing in the 
city in August 1969 dropped to 
about half of that in the same 
month a year ago. In August 
of thisjyear 79 permits were 
issued for houses valued at 
$1,675,444, compared to 177 
a year ago valued at more than 
$3 million. 

But' so far the poor money 
market has not hit multiple- 
housing construction in the city. 
The value for 217 multiple- 
housing permits is up over a 
year ago, valued in August 1969 
at $2,659,492. 

The total August 1969 value 
is $4,815,551, down about $1 
million from August 1968's $5, 
751,715, but up more than a mil- 
lionlrom July 1969. 

The total for 1969 continues 
to, run ahead of 1968 and toward 
a record-breakingyear, in spite 
of the problems. The eight- 
month total for this year is 
$46,560,196, compared to $44, 
517,594 at this same time a 
year ago.

The Virginia Beach Plaiming 
Commission will bear at the 
Tiiesday meeting an amplication 
which was filed recently for 
a use permit to build 568 townr 
houses jio a j^e %dil!Sent Jo 
the L«kiB{itir C0tamiisltK« 
cation where ih^ efxm&l te- 
fffiied last March to approve 
construction of a general av- 
iation airport. 

The Planning Commission 
will review the application 
which was filed by Kempsville 
Meadows Inc. It is expected 
to receive considerable opposi- 
tion by Larkspur, the same 
community which fou0»t the 
proposed airport in one of the 
largest zoning battles the city 
has seen. 

The Larkspur citizens won 
the battle as Council ruled that 
the application had been im- 
properly filed. 

C.H. Byler, who had origin- 
ally filed for the airport, has 
submitted the application. Or- 
dinarily, an applicant must wait 
a year before filing another 
rezoning application after one 
has been rejected. Council ag- 
reed to the unusual move on the 
grounds that the original appli- 
cation has been improperly filed 
the first time. 

School officials said con- 
struction of the townhouse units 
would necessitate building a 
new school, a fact they are 
likely to repeat to the Plan- 
ning Commission on Tuesday. 

Stanley Willner has filed an 
application for a change of zon- 
ing from Resident Duplex to 
Multiple Family Residence and 
a use permit to construct 192 
apartment units on property 
located onjhe^south side^ 
BohheyRoad and the north side 
of Holland Road.

The City of Virginia B«u* 
has already spent more than $1 
million on the development of 
RUdee Inlet, and it may be nec- 
essary to spend at least another 
$125,000 if any more develop- 
ment will be possible. 

The problem Is the 100,000 
cubic yards of sand in the sand 
trap at the side of the Rudee 
Inlet channeL The Erosion 
Commission's newly - revised 
"sandsucker" dredge can't get 
around to cleaning it out to the 
desired 18-foot depth a$ pro- 
posed by the Army Corps of 
Engineers. 

The dredge has beenclearUig 
the channel which becomes 
badly shoaled in storms. Each 
day there is the hope of getting 
to the trai?, but as the channel 
is cleared, more sand from the 
top of ae trap floats back into 
the chaimel. Thus it is a vicious, 
circle, and the result is tiiat 
the tr^ has never been fully 
cleared. - 

The Erosion Commission's 
larger dredge is working in 
Owl's Creek on the regular re- 
plenishment program, this ma- 
king the commisstoo eligible for 
federal funds. ' 

L. Dean Curtis, Rudee Inlet 
project director toldClty Coun- 
cil Tuesday be recommended 
again that a commercial dredge 
be brou^t in, to clear the trap 
in 20 or 30 days at approjc- 
imately $1.25 per yard or 
$125,000. 

He pointed out that he had 
recommend«l ttiis before, but 
that tbe Erosion Commis^n 
said tben it would endeavor to 
keep the trap clean. Curtis add- 
ed that he |iik1 the superlilen- 
dent of the commission, Ells- 
worth Morse, disagree ct ttie 
amount of sand ttiat can bk 
dredged out in a single day Ui 
the first place. 

Cp:ti8jadnEi:(ttedtb^e 
a breiitiDdown of dSBtmui 
in ttie matter, sinc^ Geoi^e j 
L£^l6y is advisor to tiieRidee 
Inlet Authority and his engin- 
eering iMirtner, Josefifa Mc- 
Donald, advises the Erosion 
Commiission. 

"I believe they 'a^e both 
agreed, however, on ealUng in 
a commercial' dredge," said 
Curtis, when askM how he 
thought they both felt. 

The development of Rudee 
was ^ain outlined for Council. 
The development of the inlet 
goes back more than a decade 
but moved into hig^ gear with 
the completion of the hi^-rise 
bridge over the inlet thr fee years 
ago. The two rock jetties and 
groin at the mouth were com- 
pleted in 1968 and a temporasy 
city marina was opened at that 
time. 

There development stalled as 
the city tried to find private 
interests to build a permanent 
marina. Curtis said be knew 
of at least two marinas and 
motels that had planned to build 



there, but ran into snags on 
financing because of the inabil- 
ity to keep the channel opeh. 
He said no one is really in- 
terested in taking a chance until 
they are sure the sand trap 
idea is going to work. 



Couhcilmen, obviously miffed 
at Curtis' report called for a 
meeting of the principals in- 
volved to get the matter stra- 
ightened out once and for all 
but set no date for the meeting. 

Several Councilmen joined in 



the discussion, including Larry 
Marshall, Dewey Simmons, 
Curtis Payne, Murray Malbon 
and vice mayor Robert Crom- 
well. Cromwell asked that 
Curtis get an engineer's re- 
commendation as soon as poss- 



ible so that further plans could 
be formulated.

Now it is being dug 100 feet 
wide and eight to 10 feet deep. 
In 1967, city officials admitted 
that the canal would have a 
two-fold purpose— to aiddrain- 
age of lowlying areas and be 
a part of the city's overall 
caruLl system for recreation. 

City council had tmtatively 
decided to curtail the project 
because of the cost of building 
bridges and the need for an ex- 
pensive flood control gate. 

It has been estimated ttat 
the entire project will cost more 
than $3.5 million. 

Sp^ng of the canal and 
the pending council confront- 
ation.

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TVDC Value 
Questioned 




The Tidewater Virginia Dev- 
velopment Council (TVDC) cr- 
ept into City Council discussion 
Monday at the regular informal 
meeting. 

L. Dean Curtis, the city's 
director of the Industrial De- 
velopment Commission, was 
asked by Councilman Larry 
Marshall what the city had got- 
ten out of TVDC in relation to 
development of the city's new 
industrial acreage of Little 
Creek. 

Curtis implied that the city 
had received nothing so far in 
the way of development from 
TVDC, but said, "Well they re- 
cently published a nice brochure 
that was distributed to you." 

Some members of Council 
said they felt Curtis was not 
belittling the organization, but 
others thought he was. Curtis 
said he had given a direct an- 
swer to the question about the 
Little Creek property. 

TVDC has received a serious 
blow recently with Portsmouth 
pulling out of the organization. 
Realignment, both financial and 
otherwise, is now necessary. 
Virginia Beach contributes 
about $21,000 annually to TVDC 
for its operation. 

At least one Councilman, 
Murray Malt>on, says he ques- 
tions the need for city partici- 
pation in TVDC after a new de- 
partment of Economic Devel(^- 
ment is created. That is expec- 
ted to be done in October. 
Malbon says he will raise his 
questions at that time. 

The affiliation has also been 
questioned by the Virginia 
Beach Development Council in 
its economic stiKiy, but no re- 
commendation was made.

Favoritism Labeled 'Unfounded' 



Allegations by Virginia Beach 
City Treas. V.A. "Jack" Ether- 
idge that tax breaks were being 
given to certain property own- 
ers in the False Cape area 
of the city because of polit- 
ical favoritism have been called 
"unfounded" by those con- 
cerned. 

Edieridge claimed that he is 
paying 11 1/2 times the tax 
on 2.21 acres of pri^erty and 
one house than was being paid 
by the Virca Realty Corp. and 
the Kelton Realty Corp. for 
property in the same area. 

He charged also that 17 of 
the 18 houses on those 453 

acres were not assessed and 

that the tax rate is actually 
$6.63 an acre for the Kelton 
property and $6.60 for the Vir- 
ca-property. 

They added that they have ne- 
ver built any houses on the 
property nor authorized any- 
one else to do so. In addition 
they say they have never re- 
ceived any money in rent from 
any house there or insured one 
there, and if indeed there are 
houses there, they are there 
without their knowledge orcon- 
0>sent. 

lliey have asked that Ether- 

idge tell them if he knows who 

..^ lives in these alleged buildings 

so ^hey may take proper action. 

Edwin Kellam, brother of po- 
litical leader Sidney Kellam, 
is listed as a principal in both 
corporations. Etheridge claims 
that the real estate tax asses- 
sor, W. W. Connell has shown 
political favoritism in asses- 
sing the property because of 
Connell's longtime association 
with the Kellam Organization. 

Connell denied the charge 
and said ifthere were Inequities 
they would be corrected, as 
others have been. Etheridge 
had claimed the realty corpor- 
ations' land was worth about 
$1,000 an acre. Connell said this 
is highly exaggerated since 
much of it is swa^mpy and un- 
derwater. He said that Ether- 
idge's property is on high 
ground. 



Tax records also show that 
Frank Batten, publisher of the 
two Norfolk newspapers, owns 
913 acres in the same general 
area, but the land is considered 
hr more desirable. That prop- 
erty is assessed at $6.67 an 
acre, yet Batten has reported- 
ly negotiated with the state to 
sell the land for more than 
$1 million. The state is in the 
process of obtaining all the 
land in that area for a new 
state park. 

Also in the same general 
area a453-acre tract controlled 
by the Horse Island Real Es- 
tate Trust, is assessed at only 
$3.97 an acre, but is consider- 
ed more valuable that the as- 
sessment. Etheridge and Post- 
master Joe Crosswhite nave an 
interest in that property. Last 
July a deed of trust was ob- 
tained for $35,000 at the low 
interest rate of 5 per cent. 

Etheridge also charged that 
Beach Publishing Corp. pub- 
Usher of the VIRGINIA BEACH 
SUN and Sea Broadcasting 
Corp., operator of WVAB Radio 
Station, had not paid taxes on 
personal property and equip- 
ment. , 

Commissioner of Revenue 
Ivan Mapp stated that news^ 
papers and radio stations are 
taxed on personal property and 
equipment by state law. 

Sidney Kellam is president 



of both corporations. Operators 
of both the newspaper and the 
radio station said they felt 
Etheridge should have been bet- 
ter informed on tax laws and was 
making politically motivated 
accusations.

The Labor Day weekend has 
come and gone, heralding the 
official end of the summer sea* 
son, but brisk resort business 
lingers on and on. All indica- 
tions point to an excellent fall ' 
season as long as 'tlie weather 
continues to remain pleasant. 

in September 1968 more ho- 
tels and motels remained open 
than ever before and reported 
about 89 per cent occupancy the 
entire month. Albin Mailhes, 
executive vice president of the 
Virginia Beach Chamber of 
Commerce, said he expects an 
even higher percentage this 
yeax- based on the number of 
inquires received by theCham- 
ber. 

This is borne out by owners 
and operators of the larger ho- 
tels and motels. They say that 
an influx of older people who 
have waited to take a vacation 
'and the usual number of Cana- 
dians who come every year, 
added to the expected increase, 
should keep business good to 
the end of October. 

They also say that April and 
May have proved to be good 
business months in recent years 
and that last June was the pest 
on record.

Sunshade 
Aids Cook 

Kitchen windows that face 
south or west often get a blast 
of sunshine right at dinnertime, 
which leaves the family cook 
limp as a noodle and sun-blind- 
ed as well. 

A workable solution is to 
build a slant-roofed sunshade 
about 12 feet away from the 
window. It will look something 
lllce half of a pitched house roof 
set on a frame of posts and 
beams, and it works like a shade 
tree, intercepting the sun just as 
it drops low enough to shine into 
the kitchen. 

Height and overall size of the 
shade device can vary with the 
situation. Generally that's easy 
to figure by observing the sun's 
position in relation to other ob- 
j ects visi ble from the kitchen 
windows. Or a landscape 
tect could work it out for you. 

The sunshade will be most at- 
tractive and additionally useful 
if benches are included in its 
design, attached to posts sup- 
porting |he roof structure.

"Planning and Presenting a 
Garden Club Talk " is^the 
other publication which may 
help with your programs this 
year. Actually, this is a pop- 
ularized course in public speak- 
ing, condensed into a short 
bulletin. It has been written 
especially for garden club mem- 
ber, but offers useful sugges- 
tions for preparing a talk or 
report for any group. If you 
dread the prospect of presen- 
ting a program or talk, this 
material should be of real help 
to you.

Bulletin 

Explains 

Deductions 

Flood damage to grounds, 
dwellings, automobiles, boats, 
fUrnitui^e and other property 
used for personal or business 
purposes may be a deduc- 
tion for many Virginia tax- 
payers on their Federal income 
tax returns. 

Taxpayers who file their in- 
come tax returns on a calender 
year basis must wait, however, 
until they file their 1969 return 
during the period Jan. 1 through 
April 15, 1970, to claim their 
deductions for the flood damage 
which occered during the week 
of Aug. 18th. 

Calendar year taxpayers may 
am«id their estimated income 
tax declaration for 1969 to re- 
duce their remaining estimated 
tax payments which are due 
Sept. 15th, 1969 and Jan. 15th 
1970, because of flood losses. 

Individual taxpayers who file 
their income tax returns on a 
fiscal year ending on or after 
May 31 or corporations whose 
fiscal year ended on or after 
June 30, may claim a deduc- 
tion for flood damage, where 
applicable, when filing their 
1969 income tax returns. 

The Internal Revenue Service 
wants to acquaint Virginia tax- 
payers with their rights under 
the Federal tax laws and to 
insure that they obtain all tax 
benefits to which they are leg- 
ally entitled, as a result of their 
flood damage, so that they will 
pay no more or less than their 
correct tax liability for 1969.

Lanes 

Delayed 

The Commandant of the U.S. 
Coast Gaurd recently announced 
a postponement of the "target 
date" for implementing the new 
Chesapeake Bay Traffic Lanes. 

Members fo the Chesapeake 
Bay Sealanes Study Committee, 
composed of leading members 
of the Chesapeake Bay maritime 
community, were informed in 
a letter last week that the plan 
is now scheduled to be im- 
plemented in December, rather 
that October as previously es- 
timated. 

The Commandant of the Coast 
Guard decided to delay im- 
plementation in order to as- 
sure full notification of marin- 
ers in the best interests of safe- 
ty. In addition, the scheme will 
be presented to the Intergov- 
ernment Maritime Consultative 
Organization (IMCO) meeting 
in London next month. 

The new traffic lanes are of 
an advisory nature, suggesting 
two routes in and out of Che- 
— sapeake Bay Entrance, as well 
as one northbound and one south 
bound lane past Smith Point, just 
south of the Viriginia-Mary- 
land iMrder. The orginal target 
date for implementation was 
Oct. 6. 

The lanes have been under 
study, since 1966, taking into 
confederation the opinions 
of all the major interests in 
the C|hesapeake Bay area. By 
informing IMCO members and 
other users of Chesapeake Bay, 
the Coast Gaurd anticipates a 
smooth transition to the new 
scheme.

That's the word from the Vir- 
ginia Beach Erosion Commis- 
sion- at the end of the first 
week of operation of the comm- 
ission's "sandsucker" dredge 
in the trap. Commission chari- 
man E. H. Church said the dr- 
edge is operating on two shifts 
per day and removing about 60 
to 70 yards of sand an hour. 
The sand is being pumped onto 
the beachfront as part of the 
commission's continuing repl- 
enishment program. 

The only difference is that 
jno federal fUnds are received 
forTBils^^Ttisf ihe program^ 
as they are for the creek and 
canal dredging programs the 
commission lias been involved 



in for 15 years. 

The filled sand trap flared 
Into controversy about ten days 
ago when Rwlee Inlet project 
chairman L, Dean Curtis app- 
eared before City Council In 
informal session and said that 
the trap was fuller than it had 
ever been, that the Erosion 
Commission's dredge could not 
do the job of clearing it as pro- 
mised and that merely keeping 
the channel clear was difficult 
for the dredge. 

He also pointed out that de- 
velopment of a permanent mar- 
ina on the inlet as well as 
much private development had 
been held up because no one 
was willing to take a chance 
that the sand trap Idea would 
work until its success was pro- 
\6a. 



Curtis also called for the 
services of a orivate dredge 



at a cost of about $125,000 
to clear the trap as soon as 
possible and said that the Rudee 
Inlet Authority and Erosiw 
Commission engineers were 
thought to concur In this Idea. 

Council Instructed Curtis to 
get an engineering answer im- 
mediately, but so far none has 
been forthcoming. In the mean- 
time, only two days after Cur- 
tis's appearance before Coun- 
cil, the recently-impro/O.; Ire- 
dge moved into the trap, anch- 
ored and began pumpii^. 

Churdi said he is confident 
the dredge can do the job of 
cleaning the trap to 18 feet 
and keeping the channel open. 

The only delay since the tr^ 
work began pame Monday nlgtt 
when the dredge was pulled 
off station because ol hurricane 
warnings. But hurricane Gerda 
did not come directly to Vir- 
ginal Beach, and by Wednesday 



the dredge was back on statloo 
after a wlndt was replaced. 
There was no estimate of tttt 
damage to the ch^el or trap 
done by the mod^ate winds 
and tides of Gerda, but ill 
indications are that the damage 
was sli^t.

Aasistaot City Manager David 
Norman was the scheduled 
speaker Wednesday night at the 
regular meeting of the Council 
of Civic Organizations. His 
t(q;>ic concerned fire and res- 
cue protection in Virginia Beach. 

For some time City Manager 
Roger Scott has been promis- 
ing that a comprehensive study 
of the city's needs regarding 
fire protection would be under- 
taken, but so far no study has 
been initiated. 

The reasons for the delay 
have been varied. First find- 
ing a consultant to conduct such 
a survey was difficult, and once 
was found, the consultant need- 
ed a great deal of unavailable 
information from the city. Nor- 
man said the planning depart- 
ment is now completing a com- 
plete land use study of indivi- 
dual areas of the city which con- 
tains the necessary information. 
This plan should be completed 
this winter, but no date has yet 
been set for conducting the fire 
survey of equipment, personnel 
and physical plants. 

At present all areas of the 
city are served by voluntee de- 
partments, but Virginia Beach 
borough also has a paid de- 
partment. There has been con- 
siderable criticism lately that 
many of the volunteer stations 
are not manned sufficiently dur- 
ing daytime hours.

Present inflationary condi- 
tions nationwide are having 
their effect in Virginia Beach. 
Municipal needs are still all 
too pressing, but the money for 
them is impossibte- to come 
by economically. 

The city's financial advisor, 
Lawrence Wales ofWheatii Co., 
told City Council in executive 
session Momiay that there is 
no longer a market for muni- 
cipal bonds within the six per 
cent limitation of Virginia law. 
He said interest rates have 
risen steadily to 6.36 per cent 
from 4.95 in February, and that 
cheaper money for bonds is 
just not a vailable. 

The city was advised to taike 
diversionary action and to wait 
for a more favorable market 
or until the 1970 session of the 
Virginia General Assembly 
raises the legal interest rate. 

The city then agreed to bor- 
row $5.5 million from Virginia 
National Bank at 5 1/2 per 
cent until June 15, 1970. The 
short-term notes will be used 
in lieu of school and water 
and sewer bonds the city had 
hoped to market at this time. 

City Council was expected to 
approve a $101,669 contract 



for construction of a new pub- 
lic health facility in Bayside 
Monday, but l)ecause of the 
money situation, action was 
postponed, and Councilmen 
asked that the need for building 
it at all be reconsidered. There 
are indications a present facil- 
ity may be rented instead. 

City Manager Roger Scott 
said the city is feeling the 
tight money pinch in all areas. 
He said he had advised his de- 
partment heads that all capital 
improvements and public util- 
ity projects much be brought 
to a "screeching halt" until 
something is done about the 
situation. 

He said that planning for pre- 
sent and future projects is con- 
tinued, but that no more bids 
are to be asked for "until 
further notice." 

Members of City Council 
agreed to generally listen the 
municipal belt until some an- 
swer to the critidal situation 
evolves.

^Police Caught in Middle* 



Seven Virginia Beach police 
officers Tuesday night heard 
Joseph J. Casper, Asst. Dir- 
ector of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, describe today's 
law enforcement officer as "the 
man. in the middle-caught be- 
tween two opposing forces-one 
black and one white", with each 
becoming more impatient with 
the other. Casper addressed 
graduates of the Tidewater Po- 
lice Academy at Old Dominion 
University. 

The Virginia Beach officers 
who recieved diplomas for suc- 
cessful completion of the eight- 
week course included Eugene 
J. Bray, Jr., Danny R. Divers, 
Daniel E. Mitchell, Henry P. 
Padrick, Jr., Bill D. Zelms, 
Frederick C. Adams, Jr. and 
Richard 0. Leighton. Their 
training included instruction in 
police-community relations, 
police patrol procedures and 
operations, criminal law and 
procedure, criminal investiga- 
tion, accident investigation and 
enforcement, motor vehicles 
law, fire arms and defensive 
tactics training and iirst aid 
procedures. 

Casper described these "op- 
posing forces" as being com- 
prised of a small segment of 
the black community who "la- 
bel law enforcement as racist 
and brutal" calling for law with 
justice without defining what 
jnisttcr ts^ ijaisinall group 
of militant whites demanding 
that law enforcement officers 
get toug^, and "go beyond li- 
mits of their authority and use 
more force than isn^essary." 

Today's law enforcement of- 
ficer is also being placed "in 
the middle", Casper added, by 
irresponsible groups and indi- 
viduals who are achieving so- 
cial change "by breaking the 
law, outraging the public and 
distubing the peace", and get- 
ting attention by causing police 
to intervene in their actions. 

Casper pointed to a wit- 
nessing of "the growth of the 
destructive, evil doctrine known 
as 'civil' disobedience" in our 
nation over the years, and de- 
scribed riots and disorders in 
our cities as the "totally ir- 
responsible acts of a lawless 
few". 



Today's civil disobedience 
movement, Casper continued, 
has resulted in the encouraging 
of a disrespect for the law, 
and dividing our population into 
hostile armed camps— black a- 
gainst white. 

Casper said, "Crime is 
growing because the opportun- 
ities for it are greater and 
the risk is less than ever be- 
fore". To meet this growth in 
crime Casper called for an at- 
tack on crime including better 
equipment, training, pay and 
more manpower for police de- 



partment^, in addition to an 
active support of citizens for 
law enforcement. 

Other important steps which 
Casper proposed to thwart any 
increase in crime included "de- 
vising and implementing new 
procedures to make courts, jud- 
ges, and trials more efficient" 
in addition to taking "a close, 
hard look at the penal codes 
and statues and revise and up- 
date then^ where appropriate to 
give law enforcement the legal 
powers necessary to sucess-. 
fully battle crime." 



Jitneys Call It Quits 



It appears that the first pub- 
lic transporation along the oce- 
an front ''in Virginia Beach is 
about to end. 

The owner and operator of the 
colorful jitneys, which have run 
from Fort Story to Dam Neck 
and NAS Oceana, has informed 
City Council of his intention 
to suspend service. Herbert 
Classman aske^ Council to 
waive the 90-day notice re- 
quirement on suspension, so 
that he could cease operation 
of the 12-passenger jitneys on 
Sept. 20. 

Classman, head: of Beach 
Transporation Corp., gave as 
bis reason for suspension, 
"continued operational losses 
and extreme difficulty mse-> 
curing proper employees." 

The jitneys, patterned after 
those in Atlantic City, N.J., 
went into operation in May 1967 
and Classman continued to add 
to the service at intervals. 
Small charter jobs within the 
city of Virginia Beach were 
allowed last year by City Coun- 
cil, . 

Classman said he had been 
losing- money from the begin- 
ning, but had stayed optimistic 
about the success of the jitney 
service. Operational losses 
during the past season were 
said to have been in excess of 
$27,000. 

The only possible objection 
to the discontinuance on Sept. 
20 could come from the mili- 
tary, and Council instructed 
City Manager Roger Scott to 
get the opinion of the com-

Story and Dam Neck on any 
inconvenience that would be 
caused.

The Virginia Beach Jaycees 
adopted a resolution Tuesday 
night at its business meeting 
aimed at supplementing and im- 
plementing the city's imm,ediate 
plan of action to upgrade Sea- 
tack and Brownie Park. 

Bob Stanton, after explaining 
the sh6rt and long-range goals 
of the community development 
program, made the motion that 
the Jaycees join the program 
and become totally involved. 
The motion was carried unan- 
imously. 

Stanton said his committee 
had met with the civic league 
leaders in Seatack, with rep- 
resentatives of the Southeastern 
Tidewater Oppurtunity Program 
(STOP), with city officials and 
with representatives of military 
bases in the area, all of whom 
had promised complete cooper- 
ation. 

The planning department re- 
cently issued a plan of action 
adopted by City Council that 
would clean up the area, de- 
molish delapidated structures, 
conduct water and sewer sur- 
veys and pave streets. But Stan- 
ton said the city, while moving 
as fast as possible on the pro- 
ject, Is limited by law and pri- 
oritiies. 

He said the Navy is being 
urged by Washington to help 
in community projects and the 
commanders of Dam Neck and 
NAS Oceana have promised aid 
also. 

The Jaycees will conduct a 
short-range project, taking one 
home lived in by an indigent 
widow and generally fixing it 
up for the winter.

of us, including the city," Stan- 
ton said, i 

In addition they will coord- 
inate a massive cleanup pro- 
gram the last Saturday in Oct- 
ober. All of the aforementioned 
agencies and Individuals will 
participate. 

They will also help build and 
equip a small park in 24 hours 
in Seatack. 

The long range goals will 
concern employment, water and 
sewers and pressure on home- 
owners to do something about 
the poor conditions.

I would like to tell our fel- 
low Virginians of a very sad 
incident that happened to my 
family*^ on a visit Thursday,

28th of August, to Virginia 
Beach, Virginia. It was our 
daughters 17th birthday and I 
encouraged my family to spend 
the last day of our vacatira 
enjoying the surf. 

It was approximately 1:15 
p.m. when we stopped at 19th 
and Atlantic, and went down 
on the beach. We put (Mir per- 
soml belongings on our beach 
towels and headed for the water. 
As we were going into the 
water, I turned to my husband 
and saidj ^I don't feel safe 
witii my purse on ttie beach." 
As I turned and lodced back, 
I noticed three young iigfat- 
haired boys, between the ages 
12 through 15 cm the Broad- 
walk, staring intently at our 
belongings^ Suddenly, one boy 
'who didn't look to be more than 
12 or 13^ jumped dowa off 
the Broadwalic, ran and grabbed 
my purse, jumped back upon 
the Broadwalk, fleeing with his 
companions. I started chasing 
them and screaming tiiat they 
took my pocketbook, stumbled 
and feU; no one came to my 
assistance. There were con- 
struction workers all around, 
but nobody paid any attention 
to me. My leg was cut and 
bleeding so I started to return 
to my family, feeling helpless. 
A young man (about 18) app- 
roached me and offered his help. 
He went and got a policeman 
to take the report. He also went 
on his own to try and locate 
these three youths. I was truly 
frightened. We didn't have any 
keys, money, drivers Ucense, 
registration cards, personal 
identification, or any other 
means in order to get back 
home to Alexandria, Va.

He said grass 
satisfied his needs until about 
two yiears ago when he "went 
to the 'hard stuff starting with 
cocaine, then heroin when it 
started coming into the beach 
area." 

He replied there is no diffi- 
culty at all in obtaining the 
drug!s "if yoii've got the bread 
(meftey)", and added it was pos- 
sit^e t6 buy any amount from "a 
half a tab of acid ( a form of 
hallucigenic drug) to 10 pounds 
of grass (marijuana)". Tom in- 
dicated the same was true of 
heroin, which he said is avai- 
lable in quantities from "a cap" 
to an ounce. Another popular 
drug available in the city, ac- 
cording to Tom, is referred to 
as "speed", a drug which acts 
as a stimulant. The main dif- 
ference between acid and speed 
is that acid is usually taken or- 
ally, while speed is used in- 
travenously and results in 
stroqger affects of a much long- 
er duration. 

"You don't see many street 

-sales any more, but you can 

'cop* (make a buy) from some 

oi the stores and sh ops in the 

beacli area". 

He said there are 10 to 15 
such locations in the beach 
area where drug sales are tak- 
ing place. 

"You simply go into one Of 
these places being used for sales 
and make your wishes known to 
a friend. The word is passed 
o n and the s up p lier w i l l co rp cL . 
in and sit down next to you, 
lay the stuff down, next to your 
money, pick up your money and 
leave", he said. 

Tom stated the stuff is us- 
ually concealed in such items 
as a pack of cigarettes JwlU^h .

~=^ — He added that one of the 
methods of using drugs in the 
resort city is the holding of 
a "head party", several drug 
users gather in one building or 
room to "turn on" with their 
drugs. Whenever these parties 
center around the use of drugs 
taken intravenously, and ad- 
ministered by means of a hypo- 
dermic syringe and needle, they 
are referred to as "shooting 
galleries", 

The finding of such locations 
evidently presents no problem 
in Virginia Beach. Tom indi- 
cated such parties are held 
in a number of vacant build- 
ings or houses or apartments 
maintained by a head to en- 
able his friends to gather there, 
Tpm said that he maintained one 
such location himself for a per- 
iod of time, and that "every 
night there's a party some- 
where". 

According to Tom such loca- 
tions are continously being 
maintained in the areas of 17th 
Street, 21st Street, 22nd Street, 
and Atlantic Avenue, and that 
one such location was the 
scene of continous, around the 
clock, parties for some time. 

In describing a typical party, 
he said, "Everyone's got their 
own dope. One guy is sitting 
there 'doing speed' while one 
guy's on 'junk'. Maybe one guy 
is 'tieing off' another guy (mak- 
ing a vein 'pop-up' to stick 
a.^eedle into it to administer 
the dope). I've seen one 
guy 'hit' (make use of a needle) 
in the jugular vein. Some guys 
walk around in the room say- 
ing they're the devil or super- 
man. Couples are in corners 
'balling' (having sexual inter- 
course), or walk around naked. 
I've seen one guy run out of 
a building naked into the path 
of a car. I've also seen one 
guy try to hang himself". 

He said it costs the aver- 
age drug user about $80 to $90 
a week to satisfy his needs. 

"But if you're 'hooked' it 
could cost from $125 to $250 
a week depending what you're 
on," he added- 

Tom said the users finance 
themselves by "mugginr' 
-(people, committing burglaries, 
and stealing, Tom said that he 
and some friends "averaged 
$600 a day by stealing wal- 
lets from parked cars on the 
beach last summer". Perh«)s 
the most unique way of obtain- 
ing drup, according to Tom, 
is for a drug user to "hustle" 
his girl friend to other men, 
and they are paid oU In drugs 
which she brii«s to the iser. 



The flow of drugs into the 
resort city aipurently is highly 
organised. Tom outlined the 
most popular routes of drugs 
into Virginia Beach as being 
through the mail, delivered to 
a prearranged post office t>ox, 
by means of air frieght, or in- 
dividuals making special trips 
to such places as Pensacola, 
f la., the Georgetown section of 
Washington D.C., or New York 
City's East Village. Tom also 
openly admitted to making such 
trips himself to bring dope in- 
to Virginia Beach in the past. 

One of the most frightening 
aspects of Tom's story was 
his statement that the use of 
drugs in Virginia Beach is be- 
coming more popular with the 
city's "younger set", those as 
young as 13 and 14 years of 
age. He also said that most of 
the drug users "are turning to 
the needle". He indicated that 
out of some 400 drug users he 
has become aquainted with, he 
estimates 300 to 350 "will use 



a needle at (me time or an- 
other ". 

Tom also indicated the flow 
of drugs through Virginia Beach 
is increased because the majo- 
rity of suppliers are users, 
while anyone who is a user will 
at times become a pusher, and 
known users are continually 
searching out others to bring 
into the circle of users. He 
also indicated that there "are 
twice as many gals as guys on 
this stuff. They wiU. use it to 
gain respect of a friend using 
it". 

"It's in all social levels, 
but mostly in the higher class 
kids, and it is used more a- 
mong the whites than the 
Negroes", he added. 

The Virginia Beach police 
are making real progress in 
meeting the dope problem in 
the city, according to several 
statements Tom made. This 
progress he attributed to the 
work of the"narc's" (members 




of the police vice squad such 
as Joe Vitalc and John Pritc- 
hard, undercover police of- 
ficers. Informers within the 
circle of drug users). Tom 
said that regardless of the num- 
ber of people he may be with 
that "when 1 even see a 'narc' 
1 think he's after no one but 
me. The average 'pig '(uni- 
formed police officer) doesn't 
have any affect on us, but the 
vice squad ace respected". 
" Tom continued, "Since the 
crackdown', the users have got- 
ten smart. They don't carry 
any more stuff with them than 
they can swallow if the 'narc's' 
come up". 

This crackdown, according to 
Tom, has also resulted in users 
ceasing the practice of "stash- 
ing their stuff" in buildings or 
auto's, but rather in remote 
fields or wooded areas. 

Tom said, "If a counselor 
talks to me,l feel like I want 
to stop while he's talking 
'but after they leave I want to 
go right back to the stuff." 
When asked what he feared 
most Tom said "We don't want 
to be put away (making re- 
ference t;p the penitentiary). 
If we get busted enough times 
we just want to leave for some 
where else".

Definite steps are being plan- 
ned in the Virginia Beach 
schools to combat drug^. 

School Supt. E.E. Brickell an- 
nounced to the School Board 
Tuesday that plans are under^ 
way to include an educational 
program about drugs in the 
health program in grades six 
through ten, hopefully beginning 
in the second semester of the 
current school year. 

Brickell pointed out that since 
1928 s;tate law has required 
schools to teach the "evils of 
alcohol and narcotics." He ad- 
ded that the school administ- 
ration hopes to have the new 
curriculum ready and adopted 
for the second semester. "We 
are aware of the problem^ We 
are working on it," said Bric- 
kell, adding that the language 
in the present curriculum needs 
to be updated. "These kids know 
what speed and Mary Jane are." 

Brickell said that he thinks 
the schools are a good place 
for a preventive program be- 
cause of the number of young 
people reached there. "It's a 
natural thing to turn to the 
schools when anything goes 
wrong in the lives of our young.' 
When asked by Robert De- 
Ford, a School Board member, 
how widespread t h e drug pro- 
blem is in the schools, Bric- 
kell replied, "If it meant my

He mentioned, however, that 
there had been no proof de- 
spite rumors. "I can count the 
number of cases on the fingers 
of one hand. And I can tell you 
that none of the young people 
Involved are attending our 
schools now." 

Brickell said that school of- 
ficials are working with the 
Federation of Women's Clubs, 
local police arid city leaders In 
Revising the curriculum. He 
said that the police had instruc- 
ted school faculties on what to 
look for In possible drug de- 
tection. 

"1 don't think there's any 
question that there is problem, 
at Virginia Beach," said Bric- 
kell. "What the scope is I don't 
know," 

School Board members were 
also made aware of another 
major development in school 
progress. A letter from John 
Aragona, Jr. of Aragona and 
Princess Anne Utilities asked 
payment of $30,500 for connec- 
tion fees to the Utilities sewer 
lines for Bayside Junior High 
School, Plau Junior High and 
Windsor Oaks Elementary Sc- 
hool. 

This was the first time the 
pultllc schools have been char- 
ged for o(Muieetlng to privisite 
Uoes. Jay Richardson, attorn^ 
for the school borad, said_Ara- 
gona was setting a rate of $500 
an acre for connecting. This, 
he said, was a reduction from 
$1,000 which Aragona was first 
considering. Richardson said 
Aragona charges $250 per re- 
sidence to connect to the lines, 
and he figures there would be 
the equlvilant of four residences 
per acre. 

According to Brickell, con- 
iicetion to City lines would be 
much cheaper If they were a- 
vailablQ. Brickell added that the 
cost of on site sanitary faci- 
lities would be prohibitive and 
that the State Water Control 
Board would not approve them. 

The School Board voted to 
have Brickell and Richardson 
approach Aragona about work- 
ing out a more acceptable rate 
if possible. 

It was reported that 1,739 sec- 
ondary students were enrolled 
in 27 subjects this summer, and 
109 received diplomas. There 
was also a full summer pro- 
gram of remedial and enrich- 
ment classes for elementary 
students. There were 131 In art 
enrichment, 93 in science en- 
richment for grades 5-7 and 
66 In grades 3-4, 82 in reme- 
dial English, 366 in remedial 
math, 523 In remedial reading, 
and 470 in beginning band. 
Children registered for sum- 
mer libraries totaled 2,827. 
Tuition from all the classes 
totaled about $40,000. 

Brickell reported that bids 
should be opened for the pro- 
posed Vocational- Technical 
High School about Nov. 1. He 
warned Board members, "Don't 
be surpised If building costs 
exceed our estimates." Orig- 
inal estimates for the nuch- 
delyed school were made al- 
most two years ago. 



A request from WllRO, ed- 
ucational television station, for 
$30,319 for Virginia Beach's 
share in building a new trans- 
mitter for the station was tab- 
led until a study is made of how 
the television programs are 
being utilized in the public sc- 
hools.

12-Month Schools 
To Receive Study 



Consideration of a staggered 
12-month school system in Vir- 
ginia Beach is being revived a- 
fter more than two years. Dis- 
cussion of such a system would 
stagger the nine -month period 
students would attend school and 
the three-month vacations, was 
first brought forward in early 
1967 by Councilman Lawrence 
Marshall. 

At that time the plan was met 
with a storm of criticism, most 
of which centered around va-

cations. Par ems cumplained 
that their children might not be 
off In the summer when they 
could take vacations. Outdoor 
recreation of the summer was 
also discussed. 

Marshall proposed that the 
sutools be closed altogether in 
July for everyone, and that o- 



ther vacations would be for that 
month ai«l two others. The pro- 
posals, which Marshall said 
would make optimum use of all 
school buildi4|gs and reduce die 
need for additional buildings 
somewhat, never received any 
action by school officials or 
City Council. Marshall said re- 
cently that it was not met with 
a great deal pf interest. F.W. 
Cox, then Supt of Schools and 
now retired, was not in favor 
of the system. 

With the recent squeeze be- 
ing felt by the city, caused by 
the population Increases being 
greater than the capabHity trf 
building schools, tight money, 
high interest rates and financial 
problems, talk of the 12-month 
system has again received a 
boost. 

The talk Is ftiU inprelUoi- 
Mry stages^ lut a| least ft's 
being lUscussed in x^cial cir- 
cles. When pres«M S^. E^E. 
Brickell appeared before City 
Council receiitly with school 
needs for the present and fu- 
ture he causally mentioned the 
possibility of going to a 12- 
month system as one of the 
alternatives to building a large 
number of schools financed th- 
rough bonds. 

Portsmouth has requested 
permission form the State Dept. 
of Education to operate such a 
system, or at least a variation 
of B/Iarshall's plan. 
Marshal 1 said a number of

'Disaster* Tests City System 



A three hour test of the city's 
emergency operation system to 
handle any possible major dis- 
aster in Virginia Beach was 
conducted Wednesday after- 
noon. 

The test consisted of putting 
the city's Emergency Opera- 
tions Center, located in Windsor 
Woods, into operation by decla- 
ring a simulated major dis- 
aster involving a large port- 
ion of the city. 

Disasters include such inci- 
dents as a nuclear attack, hur- 
ricanes, tornadoes, floods, ma- 
jor fires or similiar incidents. 

In the event of any such dis- 
aster City Manager Roger Scott 
serving as the city's Civil De 



fense Director, would be in ch- 
arge of operations. Those who 
are charged with taking appro- 
priate action to meet any em- 
ergencies include top officials 
of the city's civil defense unit, 
police department, fire and re- 
s c u e departments, the depart- 
ments of public works, health, 
and welfare and the school Bo- 
ard for providing of mass tran- 
sportation and shelter facilit- 
ies. 

Wednesday's test was con- 
ducted by placing several city 
officials in a "simulator room", 
where emergency situations 
were created. These were haiKl 
carried by messenger to the 
operations room for decisions 



as to what action was necess- 
ary and dispatching the syipro- 
prlate personnel and equipment 
to c(^ with various situations. 
Progress of the test was main- 
tained by posting problems and 
their locations on a number of 
maps and charts in the ope- 
rations room. 

Following completion of the : 
test a critique was held for im- 
mediate review of the simula- 
ted disaster. However, full re- 
sults of the test, and any pos- 
sible recommendations for 
changes which may be needed 
in the city's emergency operat- 
ions system, will not be known 
for several weeks.

The Connell-Etheridge fight 
is "nothing but pure politics", 
according to one Councilman, 
who said he wished they could 
settle their political differences 
outside Council chambers and 
public view. 

Etheridge charged recently 
that Connell was showing pol- 
itical favoritism to those ali- 
gned with political leader Sidney 
Kellam in assessments of their 
land at False Cape, while he 
(Etheridge) was assessed 11 1/2 
times as high on a small tract 

of land In the same area. Conn- 
ell denied this, and said all 



assessments were being made 
in the same manner. 

The Etheridge charge stated 
that two real estate corpora- 
tions, represented by Sl(Uiey 
Kellam's brother, Edwin, had 
17 houses on their property 
that had never been assessed. 
Edwin Kellam wrote City Coun- 
cil a litter saying he and the 
corporations had no knowledge 
of the houses then and denied 
any favoritism. The letter also 
showed that adjacent or nearby 
land was assessed similarly. 

The letter was read before 
City Council last week by the 
Clerk of Council Richard Webb- 



on. He was later reportedly ad; 
monished for reading the letter 
without approval. An Etheridge 
letter to City Manager Roger 
Scott was not made pubUc.

Jaycees Encouraged 
To Protest A irport 



City Council listened with 
great concern to the Virginia 
Beach Jaycees Monday at the 
Informal Council meeting, and 
then advised the service club 
to continue their investigation 
into the Norfolk airport pro- 
blem. 

The Jaycees read and ex- 
plained their resolution passed 
recently opposing the expansion 
of Norfolk Regional Airport at 
its present site. They had with 
them Capt. Ray Hansen, a safety 
expert and senior pilot, who 
backed their position of opp- 
osition. 

The resolution was the result 
of several month's study by a 
committee of the club that in- 
vestigated the matter, then opp- 
osed expansion, mostly on the 
safety factors and the imposs- 
iblity of enou^ expansion to 
meet future needs. 

Several Councilmen said they 
were shocked to hear of the 
findings and said they wished 
they had the Information before 
receiving a briefing from the 
Norfolk Port and Industrial Aut- 
hority recently. 

After hearing the presenta- 
tion Councilmen advised the 
Jaycees to continue their in- 
vestigation and to take their 
fight for a new consultant's 
study of the entire area to other 
governing bodies as well. 

The Jaycees indicated that 
they would like to see the four 
South Tidewater cities and tte 
federal government pay for the 
new study. President William 
Shepheard said Virginia B^:h*s 
share cmild be as little as 
$3,000 to $4,000. 

Shepheard said he also hoped 
to present toe findings to the

Canal Future Murky 
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The future of the loi^[-awaited 
Seaside Canal from North Bay 
to Rudee Inlet appears tdi be 
about as cloudy at present as 
some of the water that doesn't 
flow very well ttirough it. 

City Council heard a report 
from Public Works Director 
Charles Kiley Monday that it 
coul(k take another four years 
and another $1.8 milliondollars 
to complete the controversial 
canal. 

The first part of the canal 
was finished sometime ago from 
North Bay to Dam Neck Road, 
at a cost of about $225,000 
to the city. There were a few 
problems getting that far too, 
because the Navy was concer- 
ned about secruity for Dam 
Neck and about what it would 
do with sewage it was dumping 
in L4»ke Tecumseh. But those 
little problems were ironed out 
and the first phase of the eight- 
foot wide, ten-foot deep channel 
was finished. 

Originally the project was 
begun as a drainage project 
to prevent flooding in the Back 
Bay area and to provide needed 
salination to that area. The 
federal government was to par- 
ticipate in Hie financing. It did 
not, and because of the poss- 
iblity of making it all navigable 
someday, the wide, deep channel 
was dug. 

The area between the exist- 
ing end of the canal and Rudee 
Inlet is about 3 miles, and until 
it is finished, polluted water, 
worse flooding than before and 
damned up areas are causing 
serious problems. 

At present the city is pro- 
ceeding with steps to begin 
digging across the Beasley 
farm, but written permission 
has not been given or offered. 
Legal steps may be needed. 

Kiley said the right-of-way 
could cost the city $100,000 
there but that the rest of it 
would not be that costly. Part 
of it is on state or city pro- 
perty and the rest will be do- 
nated, he said, as all has been 
in the past. 

Several Councilmen disa- 
greed with the entire project 
or that it was being dug deep 
«nougb^ and wide enough for 
l)oats. None was on Council 
at the time it was begun. 

While it was generally agreed 
that the unfinished canal is 
causing problems the finished 
canal set out to eliminate, sev- 
eral Councilmen were some- 



what ''loam to do anything about 
it. But the concensus IS that 
it will be finished soriiedayj ' 
at the cheapest price, if the pre- 
sent grumbling Councilmen 
have anything to do with it. 
It was also suggested that fed- 
eral funds be applied for again. 

Councilman George Ferrell 
looked at the map and said, 
"You're making a hell of a lot 
of waterfront property for 
somebody." * 

He and others also questioned 
the need for the deep ditch into 
North Bay that is not as deep, 
although they said they were 
under the impression that navi- 
gation was the primary pur- 
pose. Ohters said they doubted 
they "would live long enough" 
to see it dredged all the way 
to the Intercoastal Waterway.

reason he had not been overly 
concerned with the assessments 
Since that time, however, there 
has i^en some question about 
funds for the park and Virginia 
Beach has several times onp- 
osed the park there.

A 17 -year-old Virginia Beach 
juvenile sentenced to 20 years 
in prison on a conviction of 
murder has been granted a 
hearing for an appeal 'of his 
conviction by the Virginia Sup- 
reme Court of Appeals. The 
youtij was found guilty of the 
Dec. 12, 1967 slaying of Jack 
P. Silmon. Silmon was shot 
to death with a .22 caliber 
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More than 25,000 veterans 
are currently taking flight tr- 
aining for a commercial pilot's 
license under provisions of the 
Gl Bill, E. P. Brosnan, man- 
ager, of the Veterans Admin- 
istration's Regional Office in 
Roanoke, disclosed recently. 

Since flight training was app- 
roved by Congress in October 
of 1967, a total of 38,588 veter- 
ans have taken advantage of the 
course. 

Provisions under the Gl Bill 
require that a veteran must first 
possess a private pilot's lic- 
ense, or its equivalent, and must 
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meet the medical requirements 
for a commercial license, Bro- 
snan said. 

An eligible veteran entered 
into an approved fli^t course 
will be paid an educational 
assistance allowance computed 
at the rate (rf 90 per c^ of 
the established charges for tui- 
tion and fees which non-vet- 
erans enrolled in the same flight 
course are required to pay. 

According to Brosnan, these 
allowances may be paid monthly 
by the VA upon receipt of a 
certification from the veteran 
and the school as to the flight 
training received and the cost 
to the veteran during such 
month. 

The eligible veteran will l)e 
charged one month's education- 
al entitlement under the Gl Bill 
for each $130 which is paid to 
him as education assistance all- 
owance for a flight course.

Profit and Loss Statements 



The homebuilders of Virginia 
Beach have done an excellent 
job in the preparation of a 
statistical report to show that 
the homes and apartments they 
build pay their tax way, and do 
not create a burden on the city, 
where schools and other ser-^ 
vices are concerned. 

The report fully explains all 
the fees the city gets from per- 
mits, licenses, inspections, tap- 
ping in to water and sewer lines 
ansj engineering. It also shows 
how the industry constructed 
much of the water and sewer 
systems and streets in the city 
in recent years. 

And it shows a profit to the 

city of $22 per household 

which was immediately chall- 
enged by Supt. of Schools E.E. 
Brickell. Brickell saidthebase 
figures used by the homebuild- 
ers concerning local costs of 
educating individual child- 
ren were incorrently low, th- 
rowing the whole thing out of 
kilter. He said there is act- 
ually a deficit of about the 
same amount the bui iders claim 
as profit per household. 



The homebuilders promised 
that their consultant would look 
into it again using the more up- 
to-date figures provided by 
Brickell; thus tarnishing the 
glittering report even at the 
outset. 

Slight profit or slight loss, 
that is still not the entire pic- 
ture. Schools will always be a 
problem in a rapid grov/th sit- 
uation, and a statistical report 
is not the answer. Concrete 
suggestions, like donation of 
school sites by builders or 
school assessments on new 
homes, must be made and car- 
ried out. It's going to take a 
lot of give and take on the parts 
of the builders and the city 
officials, but it must be done. 

But the result of the repdrt 
so far is the putting of the 
matter in proper perspective 
for all to see. if it eventually 
shows a slight loss or gain on 
the part of the city per child 
then action should be taken to 
adjust that. At least now we 
have a starting point. Now the 
real beginning can come. 



There Is a Problem 



For several weeks this news- 
paper has been invest! gating the 
increase of drug traffic and drug 
u s e by persons of a 1 1 ages in 
Virginia Beach. The conclus- 
ions are not encouraging. 

Drug arrests are up. Drug 
use is up. Drug traffic is up. 
Drug users know they can en- 
joy .relative freedom because of 
restrictions of the law. Many 
young children are being coaxed 
into the drug pattern, as well 
as teenagers and adults. And 
probably the most important 
finding ...little is being done by 
the community as a whole to do 
something about it. 

Businessmen are afraid of 
reprisals, but say they will 
support the police. The clergy 
recognizes the problem. School 
officials have finally admitted to 
q possible problem, while users 
have said for some time that 



schools are a prime traffic 
point. Some civic organizations 
are at least letting themselves 
become aware of the problem. 

Hopefully now all will agree 
there is a problem, and a grow- 
ing one in Virginia Beach. It 
must be stemmed now, before 
it cannot. It will take the co- 
operation of parents, the clergy, 
school officials and the police 
merely to provide educational 
programs for chi Idren. The best 
way, after all to stop some- 
thing, is to keep it from be- 
ginning in the first place. 

The resort area is already 
presenting a serious threat in 
the war against drugs. And the 
battle is spreading. Surely an 
aware and concerned commu- 
nity must care. The only way to 
do anything about it is for all 
persons and organizations to 
become totally involved now. 



Our Canal ^System' 



The value of a system of 
canals through Virginia Beach 
that would be entirely navigable 
to small and medium -sized 
boats would certainly be mag- 
nificent.

The reverse could also happen too. Holton 
could use his coattoils to pull Sen.

IProblem Is There; Solutions Differ 
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During the past several weeks 
the VIRGINIA BEACH SUN has 
looked into the question of wJi e - 
ther Virginia Beach is faced 
with an increase in an illegal 
tralfic of drugs and narcotics, 
as well as what steps are being 
taken, or recommended, to cope 
with any such situation. 

Several important, and per- 
haps startling, facts were bro- 
ught to light during this in- 
vestigation. 

A growing number or arrests 
are being made in the city 
for violations of Virginia drug 
and narcotic laws. In Virginia 
Beach 65 arrests on charges 
of illegal drug sales or poss- 
ession were made between Jan. 
1 and July 28 of this year. 

It appears that illegal drug 
trafficlng is making stronger-' 
inroads into the lives of the 
young people of Virginia Beach. 

Police Juvenile Division Lt. 
Henry Capps and Det. L. A. 
Ives that 29 per cent of those 
arrests involved juveniles be- 
tween the ages of 13 and 17. 

The availablity of drugs for 
the younger people of the city 
was even more strongly evident 



in a statement of a 16-year-old 
juvenile, facing a charge of ill- 
egal sale of drugs. He openedly 
admitted he would have no diff- 
iculty In purchasing drugs in 
the resort city. 

He also said, "I'd say it is 
even easier to make a buy in 
the schools than on the streets. 
I sold most of mine around the 
school." 

A number of Virginia Beach 
businessmen pointed out their 
concern over a laclf of support 
from city officials, and some of 
their business colleagues to 
assist police in their efforts to 
cope with the situation. 

They said they felt the type 
of persons responsible for the 
spread of drugs in the city is 
able to flourish through the 
operation of certain type bus- 
inesses which appear to be 
catering to these individuals, 
as well as the continual oper- 
ation of certain locations which 
are providing lodging quarters, 
and in some incidences, enter- 
tainment, for these individuals. 

Representatives from the 
fields of law, medicine and rel- 
igion all agreed that thp traffic 



is having a direct affect, on the 
lives of the young people of ttie 
city. One member of tills group 
suggested the best way to cope 
wiUi the question was throi^ 
the public schools and said 
"there has got to be a pro- 
gram of education so those kids 
in the crowd using it, or on 
the fringe of it, have got to 
know the results of using it." 
(This will soon be done.) 

Another suggested beginning 
in the homes, adding that with- 
out parents becoming aroused 
over the possible use and sale 
of drugs by young people, and 
without the cooperation, "you're 
fighting a lost cause." 

Another said, "It's time the 
ministers recognize the pro- 
blem of the police and courts. 
Its time we get laws to deal 
with the situation. If this sit- 
uation isn't met, we'll have 
an increase in crime". , 

Perhaps the most startling 
statement during the investiga- 
tion came from a 20-year-old, 
who openly admits he has been 
on drugs for the past four years 
and who says he has "been 
the whole route from pep pills 



Shriner Is Vanishing Breed 



The 23rd annual convention of 
the Virginia Highway Users As- 
sociation members were seated 
in the banquet room of the Cav- 
alier Hotel awaiting their guest 
speaker of the evening. 

Applause began and the tall, 
well-proportioned man ambled 
onto the stage. The room had 
an atmosphere of conscious 
complaceny and contagious ex- 
citement. The Will Rogers of 
today was beginning to reminise 
about home life in Indiana. Herb 
Shriner m u s s e d his hair, cro- 
ssed his arms and said, "You 
know, one time I asked my 
grandfather what was above In- 
diana. He looked at me and said, 
•Why, don't Indiana go aH the 
way up?" He continued, "We 
didn't buy nwiny newspapers in 
our town. In fact, only the 
people who had birds in cages...! 
oi course, there is no need to 

buy a paper in a small town. 

You already know who's doing 
it, so you just buy a paper 
to see if they got caught." 
He reached into his coatpoc- 
. ket and pulled out his harmon- 
ica (he carri^s^a c^e of flve 
' or six with him because be"

,^^ with the pitch of the piano where 
he's appearing), then he turned 
to the band. "I'd like for you 
to join me in playing this... and 
take part of the blame. And 
every man for himself. We have 
no system, but the first one 
through gets to play the ending."

ting sore because their wives 
were having eight or nine kids 
just so they could get a pres- 
sure cooker." 

Herb Shriner (his real name) 
began in the entertainment bus- 
iness on a Indiana radio station.

Country Music was 
ebbing it's way into the souls 
of man, and the Harmonica be- 
gan gaining popularity. "I re- 
member sitting for hours list- 
ening to a group called the Corn 
Cob Pipe Club."

That's when I first decided I 
wanted to learn to play the 
harfhonica." 

While flerb was^ntertaining 
families through his radio sup- 
per hour, a new broadcasting 
media was introduced; and in 
1948 Herb Shriner became a 
television personality on the 
ihBfw, "Two for the Money." 

Since that • time'. Herb has 
f ideated in Broadway ptap. In 
films and on recordings. He 
also gives lectures on humor at 
colleges and he make^personal 
appearances at night clubs ac- 
companied by his 50 piece brass 
band. 

Most of all he enjoys speaking 
at conventions. "There's a thri- 



I've been doing it for such a 
long time. Sometimes I take 
them with me , (meaning his 
wife, three children and one 
gibben ape) I have remodeled 
a Greyhound bus, that is equip- 
ped just like home. We even 
have a cage for the ape." 

"Where do you get your mat- 
erial?" 

"It just comes to me. A lot 
of it comes form real life. I 
often wonder what the young 
people think of my humor when 
I speak at colleges.

Peroaps that'a why 
this handsom man with his 
homespun hur .bleness is so pop- 
ular. Througn his recollections, 
others laughingly drag out the 
keepsakes of th^ir minds and, 
once again, relive the "good61d 
days." 

' But peoptriakradvantageof^ 
him; they take advantage of the 
laught'^i he offers and the mem- 
ories he inspires. Perhaps they 
realize a man- such as this is 
rare and they should take ad- 
vantage of him for fear of los- 
ing a somewhat vanishing emo- 
tion.......laughter. 



to heroin, including cocaineand 
opium".' He said, "There is 
definitely a lot more of tte 
stuff here than people realize, 
and inore kids using it than 
people realize." 

This admitted drug user 
freely admitted it was possible 
to buy drugs in any quanity up 
to 10 pounds of marijuana Id 
the resort city, and stated there 
were 10 to 15 locations in the 
beach area where drug buys 
could be made. He also des- 
cribed how openly some of these 
sales are made in some of 
these locations. He pointed out 
that he knew of a number of 
locations in which are main- 
tained solely for the purpose 
of holding parties for the use 
of drugs and narcotics, even 
admitting that he maintained 
such a place for awhile him- 
self. 

He also said the drugs have 
moved into all social levels, 
and have begun infiltrating 
youngsters as young as 13 or 
14. He outlined one method of 
the drugs being brought into 
Virginia Beach and even named 
certain locations which are 
supply points. 

But this young man made, 
several statements which in- 
dicated the Virginia Beach pol- 
ice are making real progress 
in meeting any drug problem 
in the city too. 

Capt. R. C. Davis, Detective 
DivisionC.O.,"0rug investiga- 
tion is not an easy task. The 
big problem here seems to be 
among the younger people... 
We find among these people 
unwiUingness to realize the 
dangers presented by the use 
of these drugs, and a definite 
unwillingness to cooperate with 
authorities". 

Davis added, "I must stress 
that our efforts have been and 
apparently shall continue to be 
hampered by court restrictions 
which oftentimes make the most 
well intended and fruitful seair- 
ches inadmissable as evidence 
in court". 

The findings of the investiga- 
tion are varied. Opinions differ 
sharply, but all indicators point 
to a growing problem. (See 
edttortai, p. 4).

It's gas 
was purchased from Vepco. 

The reduction rate for resid- 
ential customers will be an 
average of 27 per cent; and for 
commerical users, and average 
of 37 per cent. 

A spokesman for Vepco stated 
that most of the present em- 
ployees of the Beach Gas Corp, 
will be retained by Vepco. "The 
purchase will mean expanded 
and improved gas service for 
residents and commercial cus- 
tomers," the spokesman added.

Holland Curves Go Underground 



Work is I nearly complete on 
removing two dangerous curves 
from Holland Road where a 
number of fatal traffic accidents 
have occured over the years. 

Arthur Christian, supervisor 
of the Streeb and Highways 
Division of the City's Public 
Worics Department, said the de- 
cision to straighten out that sec- 
tion of Holland Road was made 
shortly after the auto-school 
bus collision of last Feb. 3 in 



which three persons were fat- 
ally injured. 

The project consists of adding 
a new, straight section of road- 
way through woods and thus eli- 
minating the curves entirely. 

According to Christian, the 
project should be finished in 
about three more weeks.

Midshipman Takes to Skies 



This summer was different 
. ..or it was for Second Class 
Midshipman William N. Heflin, 
Jr., son of Mr. and Mrs. W.

Heflin visited the Oceana Na- 
val Air Station for a three-day 
summer indoctrination pro- 
gram established to familiarize 
him with Naval Aviation. Nor- 
mally, the "Middies" indoctri- 
nation consists of flights in a 
propeller-driven aircraft. But 
Oceana has chapged; and jet 
training is.substituted. J 

Commander Fleet Air Nor- 
folk staff based at the Naval 
Air Station Oceana wa^ tasked 
with coordihating arrangements 
and planning-developing a rou- 
tine for the "Middies" during 
their visit. 

After being welcomed by 
Commander Fleet Air NorfMk, 
Capt. John R. Kincald, Heflin 
received brienngs on the var- 
ious types of aircraft in which 
he would receive his orien- 
tation. The first day's activities 
were concluded with an impor- 
tant presentation on the ejection 
seat— how and why it is used. 
The next morning he would fly. 

Heflin's morning began early. 
After spending the night with 
his family, he arrived at the 



base to prepare for a iOa.m, 
rendezvous with tbe heavens. 
Having diecked out a flight suit 
the Evening before, bis first 
requirement was to be fitted 
with a helmet, torso harness 
and oxygen equipment. 

From there, it was a short 
wait befbr^ Lt. J. J. Van Leere, 
midshipman coordinating of- 
ficer for VA-43, had the air- 
craft "on the line" and ready 
for take-off. The anxieties and 
fears were pushed aside for 
the moment as Heflin position^ 
himself In the rear seat of the 
aircraft and listened intently to 
instructions given to him. 

No less than 10 minutes later, 
he was airborne for the fastest 
trip he had ever taken. Lt. Van 
Leere, the pilot, showed Heflin 
how to fly the aircraft and then 
turned the plane over to him 
for a brief period. 

"I really enjoyed flying that 
jet," Heflin said later. "They 
gave us those bags for uh, you 
know, before we went up and 
I wasn't too sure of myself, 
but there is nothing in the world 
like flying a jet." 

The 45-minute flight took 
Heflin and Van Leere down 
to Kitty Hawk, N.C., and then 
over the Dismal Swamp where 
they practiced low-level flying 
at 500 feet. 



VA Aids Limited Incomes 



The Veterans Administration 
has pointed out thatcertain vet- 
erans benefits offer a special 
opportunity to a GI with limit- 
ed education and income. 

Former servicemen can 
complete high school under the 
Gl Bin and still go on to col- 
lege or a trade school as a 
student full-time at $130 a 
month, E. P. Brosnan, man- 
ager of the VA Regional Offlce, 
said. 

While these educational ben- 
eflts apply to all qualified vet- 
- -erans , who served after Jan.. 
31, 1955, a Vietnam era vet- 
eran who has less than one 
year training beyond high school 
can supplement his Gl check 
by getting a "transitional ap- 
i^ti^tment" to work for the Fed- 
?^^ral g:overmnenl^wl»teaftendli^ 
school. 

^•'J' While the veteran getting a 
"transitional appointment" do- 
es not have to compete with oth- 
ers for a job, he must have 
the qualifications required and 
must agree to complete one 
full year of education or train- 
ing leading to a high school 
diploma or its equivalent, Bros- 
nan pointed^out. 



Veterans who do not want fur- 
ther education or training are 
given assistance in flnding a 
job at Veterans Assistance Cen- 
ters in 21 large cities, as well 
as by VA offices scattered 
throughout the nation. 

VA's pension system is based 
on income, and if otherwise 
qualified, Brosnan said, vet- 
erans without dependents are 
eligible if their annual income 
is no more than $2,000 a year. 
Veterans with dependents may 
be eligible if their income is 
no more than $3,200. Payments 
range from $29 to $130 a month. 

The VA also reminded vet- 
erans that procedures have been 
established to speed up medical 
care for Vi$biam veterans. 
Those whodejtfilQD medlcalprQ- 
blem& within^ixjnontbs ofthelr 
release are to be treated im- 
mediately when medical need 
is demonstrated without waiting 
until the veteran establishes 
that his ailment is service- 
connected. 

Qualified war veterans arc 
eligible for treatment at VA 
hospitals for ailments not re- 
lated to military service, if 



they are unable to pay the cost 
of private care. 

In recent years Brosnan said, 
the VA has reversed its tradi- 
tional policy of waiting until 
the individual veteran comes 
for assistance, and now actively 
seeks out new veterans to in- 
form them of available bene- 
fits. 

Letters Individualized by 
computer are sent to aU ser- 
vicemen upon discharge and 
local VA offices follow up with 
phone calls and in some in-

It is based on 
just two stitches, the knit stitch 
and the purl stitch. Once you 
master these two stitches, you 
can easily learn the variations 
that each pattern consists of.

"First, you put 
the stitches on your left needle

It's simple, inexpensive (a 
David Douglas coffee maker 
costs about $8), and almost 
no other device makes as good 
a cup of coffee. 

Cookies baked by a girlfriend 
at home or a treasured cor- 
sage—all manner of things can 
te kept in a bright metal can- 
ister set. 

An^ aluminum water heater 
which holds about 24 ounces and 
plug^ into any electrical outlet 
is a wonderfully practical gift. 
It is much safer and more use" 
ful than an electric «oil. It 
boils water for fragrart, fresh- 
ly brewed coffee, heats up 
homemade chicken soup and has 
been known to serve as a facial 
sauna. The 3 cup water heater 
can be found in almost all 
department stores. 

Any campus comfort kit 
should include plenty of hand- 
some paper napkins and paper 
plates. Our plates are the kind 
that can be washed and re-used. 
A good supply of these can 
save towels and bedspreads 
from mis-use, simplify the 
serving of party food and bring 
benevolent smiles from any 
house- mother.

CAMPSITE COFFEE 

The simplest way to make 
good coffee at the campsite is 
by steeping. Instead of a cof- 
fee-maker, you need only a 
plain old-fashioned coffeepot. 
As with any brewing method, 
the first requirement is a clean 
coffeepot: wash and rinse it 
thoroughly so it is free from 
sediment and detergent. Next, 
for each cup of coffee, pour 
six ounces of fresh, cold water 
into the pot. 

Place the coffeepot over the 
camp fire until the water reach- 
es a boil, then remove it from 
the heat for a few seconds 
until it is just below the boil- 
ing point. For each six ounces 
of water, add one Approved Cof- 
fee Measure of regular grind 
coffee. If you don't have an Ap- 
proved Coffee Measure, you 
should know that is equals two 
level measuring tablespoons, 
for each serving. Or, M the 
only thing on hand is a cup, 
keep in mind that the proper 
proportions are six-to-one— 
six cups of water to one cup 
of ground coffee. 

Place the pot near enough to 
the heat so that the coffee will 
steep for six to eight minutes. 
Never let coffee boil bec^^e 
this will cause an undesirable- 
flavor change. Right before 
pouring, add a small quantity 
of cold water and in a couple 
of seconds the grounds will 
settle. Now you're ready to fill 
the mugs with coffee as fine 
as the best home breAr-so 
be Sure there's plenty for re- 
fills.

Summer is just about over and 
the sun, wind and surf has taken 
it's toll, the lovely hair you had 
at it's beginingisnowlimp,dry, 
brittle and dull, but don't be 
down hearted there is help for 
those who want it.

Brickell Fights 




Virginia Beach Supt. of 
Sciy»l$ E.E.Brickell says he 
hut^ taken strong steps to ttl- 
wart anrVtei^ie morew** of 
illegal drugs through the public 
school system of the city. 

Brickell said, "I don't feel 
possession or use of non-med- 
ically prescribed drugs on 
school property can be con- 
doned. We have a responsibi- 
lity to protect our law abiding 
students. We haven't in the past, 
nor will we in the future, con- 
done such activities in the public 
school sj^tem." 

He added that anyone who is 
found guilty of violating the ban 
against illegal possession or the 
us^ of drugs on school property 
could face expulsion. 

Bripkell also said that a num- 
ber of students have already 
left school at the request of 
school officials although the 
academic year is barely under- 
way in connection with drug and 
narcotic investigations in the 
city. 



The strong concern which 
Brickell has regarding any pos- 
sible drtq; problem develqi^ng 
in the puUHc school system is 
reflected however, in bis state- 
ment that "an infinitesimal per- 
centage of the city's 43,500 stu- 
dents who have been asked to 
leave." 

The Brickell statements fol- 
lowed the charging of 12juveni- 
lel ranging in age from 14 to 17 
in connection with the violation 
of drug laws in a raid last Fri- 
day night on a home in North 
Alanton. 

Authorities said the t-aid, < 
conducted jointly l)e members of 
the police detective division, 
vice sguar,d and juvenile divis- 
ion led to the discovery of 
drugs in a number of rooms in 
the home. Investigators said 
the drugs discovered included 
hashish, LSD, marijuana, ,and 
amphetamines, alongwitna 
needle and syrings and several 
pipes for making use of the 
drugs. 



12-Month School Rejected

a new feasibility study could 
be undertaken by all the cities 
of South Tidewater to deter- 
mine the best place for a re- 
gional airport.

In addition he said that if 
a new airport is built all gen- 
eral aviation will go th^re, 
thus lessening the chances of 
a Virginia Beach general avi- 
ation airport. 

He then said that thinking 
strictly in terms of Virginia 
Beach and its best interests, 
expansion is the only answer; 
thus the endorsement. 

Mailhes said later, however, 
that if a new airport were 
the answer he would certainly 
like to see it in Virginia Beach, 
again in line with his thinking 
of Virginia Beach first and 
foremost.

AU was quiet at City Hall 
Monday in the administrative 
offices and in the conference 
room and Council Chambers. 
It wasn't a holiday, but a num- 
ber of top officials of the city 
and several City Councllmen 
weren't there. 

They were in Williamsburg 
attending the two-day meeting of 
the Virginia Municipal League. 
The regularly scheduled City 
Council meeting was earlier 
postponed until next Monday, 
Sept. 29, at 10 a.m. in Council 
Chambers. An executive ses- 
sion will be held an hour ear- 
lier in the conference room. 

City Manager Roger Scott 
had earlier urged his depart- 
ment heads and as many Coun- 
cllmen as possible to join him 
in attending the coitference. 

Much of the forthcoming leg- 
islation wanted by cities across 
Virginia ehierges from these 
meetings. Then the legislation 
is presented to a session of 
the Virginia General Assembly. 
The legislature meets in Jan- 
uary of next year. 

One of the proposals, which 
drew its largest support from 



the city, of Norfolk, was a one 
per cent payroll tax on all 
woijkers within a city, with half 
of the tax being returned to 
the locality in which a person 
resides. The legislation would 
be permissive and not manda- 
tory for cities. 

While Virginia Beach would 
most certainly benefit from 
Norfolk having a payroll tax, 
city officials argued against it 
and voted against during the 
close voted in which it was 
passed as a recommendation. 

A large number of Virginia 
Beach residents work in Nor- 
folk; thus the tax would prove 
to be a windfall to the city. 

Whether the payroll tax pro- 
posal wiU actually l)e intro- 
duced in the next legislature 
session is doubtful, and If intro- 
duced, there is still not expected 
to be widespread support. Sup- 
port, however, is far stronger 
than it was two years ago, when 
the League failed to endorse 
the recommendation. Norfolk 
officials, like other cities are 
attempting to find new revenue 
sources to meet new and costly 
municipal needs.

Spring Is Bypass Target Date 



Work is well underway in con- 
structinf an additional two lanes 
of roadway on the Fort Story 
bypass of Shore Drive. 

When completed, hopefully by 
next spring. Shore Drive willy 
become a four lane roadway 
from Atlantic Avenue in Vir- 
ginia Beach to its intersection 
with Little Creek Ro^d. The 
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contract on die two-mile long 
project between Atlantic Avenue 
and the Fort Story west gate was 
awarded to E. V. Williams Co.

According to Charles S.

Work on the project was de- 
layed by the state's withdrawal 
last year of ftinds which were 
proposed for financing of ttie 
new two lane addition. 

Kiley has also indicated the 
addition of the new tow lanes 
to the Shore Drive bypass of 
Fort Story has resulted in the 
cancelling of previous plans for 
a northward extension of Holley 
Road from 47th Street.

Tanker Removed without Injury 



A large number of l>usiness 
firms,their en^loyees and res- 
idents of the Obeana area were 
threatened by fire Monday af- 
ternoon when a ftael transport 
truck overturned, spilling high- 
octane aviation fuel alongside 
the roadway.

To 
forestall this happening again 
he revealed q change in the 
Chamber by-laws to make the 
Jaycees president a full Cham- 
ber Board member. 

Mailhes said that "one of the 
local newspapers" had called it 
a generation gap. That it true. 
It was the VIRGINIA BEACH 
SUN, the ONLY local news- 
paper. But perhaps Mailhes was 
just not thinking Virginia Beach 
at the moment he made that 
statement. 

"Generation" or "communi- 
cation", there was or is a gap, 
and now thw two organizations 
are trying to correct this.

Resolying the Conflict 



The proposed revision of the 
state conflict-of-interest law 
may yet be in for some rough 
sledding since exactly what me- 
mbers of the General Assembly 
itself may and may not do is 
not clearly set forth.

A public hearing in Richmond 
on Oct. 1 will no doubt help 
clarify the reasonable doubts 
and by the time the legislature 
itself is through with it next 
winter Virginia shiould have a 
clear, comprehensive and equi- 
table conflict-of-interest law at 
long last. 

Actually few changes are set 
forth, but the new act v/ould spell 
out the differencebetweenel- 
ected officials and appointive 
officials on boards and groups 
acting only in an advisory cap- 
acity. It would also return any 
forfeitures to the localities, not 
the state, which would get the 
money now. 

Basically the new law appears 
to be a good one and one v/hich 
will erase all questions of whom 
should be prosecuted. It stiould 
also erase the stigma that has 
been attached to some persons 
accuse of conflict hanky-panky 
in tfw past. And further it should 
mcke it comidero^ly easier to 
finrfc^llfiMl persons to serve a 



government in some position. 
The new law obviously has 
some kinks in it, and while it 
may not be as strong as some 
would wish or as weak as others 
had hoped, it is a good beginn- 
ing and should get all due con- 
sideration between now and the 
opening of the 1970 Virginia 
General Assembly session.

The Virginia Beach Safety 
Council is turning its atten- 
tion to a request from trucker^j 
to allow double-rigged tractor 
trailer trucks to travel through 
the state of Virginia.

Barge Brings Equipment 



— A 660,000 pound steam gene- 
rator and a 170,000 pound pres- 
surizer were loaded on a barge 
in Tampa, Fla." and were tran- 
sported to Virginia Electric and 
Power Company's Surry Nuclear 
Power Station on the James 
River, Vepco officials announ- 
ced. 

The generator was shipped in 
two pieces. The upper shell, or 
steam drum, weighs 240,000 
pounds, and the lower shell, 
which contains 45 miles of in- 
cone 1 tubing, weighs 240,000 
pounds. The two sections will 
be welded together in the field 
upon their arrival at the Surry 
site. 

The huge pieces of equipment 



were lowered onto the l)arge 
which is 200 feet long and 46 
feet wide. A tug will tow the 
barge shipment from Old Tam- 
pa Bay Into the Gulf of Mexico, 
through the Okeeshobee Water- 
way, up the Intercbstal Water- 
way to Norfolk and then 17 m ilea 
up the James River to Surry. 

The cargo, first product man- 
ufactured at the Westinghouse 
Electric Corporation's Tampa 
plant, was scheduled at arrive 
at the Surry site on Sept. 24. 

Westinghouse is provid- 
ing two 800,000 kilowatt nuclear 
steam supply systems for Units 
1 and 2 at Vepco's Surry Power 
Station.

tax burden and that it is an 
asset to the city. 

The Council however, has 
considered slowing down the 
business industry because they 
are worried about skyrocketing 
taxes created when there is 
rapid urbanization. 

Dodd declined comment. 



"In. my generation we didn't 
have the fine facilities that we 
have now in the, school sys- 
tems," said E.E. Brickell, Jr., 
Superintendent of Virginia 
Beach Schools, as he addressed 
the first PTA meeting of the 
Point OView Elementary School 
recently. 

"And Virginia Beach is where 
it's happening -where the action 
is." With this, Brickell went 
on to discuss the futility in 
economizing on school buildings 



and to avoid the pressures of 
crash building as In the past. 
Brickell gave statistics on the 
amounts of pupils in Virginia 
Beach schools this year - the 
highest ever. He quoted the fig- 
ure of 43,324 pupils In the 
public schools on the third day 
of school. 

Brickell told of the center 
in Virginia Beach for Effective 
Learmng, where children that 
were severely emotionally dis- 
turbed, bard of hearing and have 



visual pr6blems are being 
helped. These children are be- 
ing Instructed by specialized 
teachers In this field who are 
highly specialized, and are 
trying to diognose the educa- 
tional malfunctions of the chil- 
dren and prescribe help for 
them. Professors from Old Do- 
minion University are doing 
researdi work at this center. 
Great things are expected from 
this school, Brickell said.

According to the report of the 
special committee^ the pro- 
posed Act is designed to: 

"1. Codify in one legislative 
enactment uniform guidelines 
which will have standard ap- 
plication throughout the State.. 

"I. Clarify prohibited con- 
duct by public officials, and 
proscribed business relations 
between public officials and the 
government, 

"3. Provide a realistic 
framework within which citiz- 
ens may serve the public, while 
at once carrying on their nor- 
mal business enterprise. 

"4. Prohibit those contracts 
or business relations between 
public officials and the govern- 
ment which are likely to be 
influenced by official position, 
or which may create suspicions 
of unfairness. 

"5. Provide effective sanc- 
tions for enforcement."

At 6:45 ttey woke and at 7 
ate freshly baked bread and 
corn flakes witt milk. Work 
would begin by 7:30. In otter 
to lay the gym foundation, they 
had to sythe the field by hand, 
chop the trees, mix tte cement, 
pitch the sand, lay the bricks 
and carry cinder blocks in a 
wheelbarrow for a quarter of 
a mile to tte building site. 
All work was done by hand. 

From 12:30 to 1:30 was lunch- 
time, and then work would con- 
tinue until 5:30. Fifteen minutes 
every day was reserved for tea 
time. 

After work the studente would 
sit around and sing while Janie 
played her guiter; or they would 
go to tte ptd) and get cider or 
beer and talk; or ttey would 
borrow a record player from tte 
teacher and l^trn dances; or 
ttey would play ch«s. 

As Janie said,"It was so good. 
There was nothing superficial 
or material to do. No T.V. You 
just get to know each otter. Eur- 
opeans just enjoy each other. 
They build a fire and just sit 
around it. They don't have to be 
doing anything." 

There was no association witt 
tte children who lived at ttw 
school except once. A little boy 
named David was becoming a 
nuteance while they were trying 
to paii^ No (»e said anything 
until Janie suggested, "It'ssiUy 
to ttep botterliv everybody. If 
you're goona stay here, th«i 
help." 

David repUed, "Oh, Bum 
efi, lady." But tten he pidnd 
up* a brush and worked witt 
jtnie tte rest of the day.

continued, "Later a teacher 
came over to our room after 
David had left and said that 
David wanted me. I went to him 
and sat and talked for about 
an hour until he went to sleep.

Janie and another girl would 
awake every morning at 5:30 and 
go for a cold swim l)eforebreak- 
fast. Then they would join tte 
otters for breakfast before go- 
ing to work. 

Occasionally Ittey had to dig 
paths up mountains and clear 
theforest. While doing thte work 
their hands would blteter and 
their naite break. Deep breatt- 
ing was pracrically an impos- 
sibility in the mountains be- 
cause if one opened hte moutt 
too wide, six flies would go in. 

This school in Denmark, 
located on an teland, te an ex- 
periroei^ project to see if 
handicai^ children progress 
better witt children of tteir own 
kind.

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Loving Care Yields Better Plants 



Fall planting of rose bushes can put you 
one step ahead in the Spring. As long as you 
plant them far enoughaway from big shrubs 
or trees, roses can prosper in virtually any 
locale which provides them with about 6 
hours of sunlight per day. 

Plant Roses in Fall 



There's a springtime sort of 
pleasure this season of the year 
for gardeners who discover that 
autumn is a good time to be- 
gin growing roses. Whenever 
winter temperatures rarely go 
below zero, fall planting is right 
for rosps of most types. 

The American Association of 
Nurserymen has provided some 
suggestions on the subject which 
will contribute to the success of 
the planting and the future of the 
plants. 

Choose the location of the rose 
bed with cfire, advise the 
nurserymen. Put the roses 
where you can see them fre- 
qB^ently, enjoy them intimately, 
and care for thein convenient- 
ly. Plliht them as far as pos- 
'•"%IMe from any bip shrubs or 
■trees. Roses need privacy, be- 
cause they just can't compete 
with other roots for the mois- 
ture and food they need to sur- 
vive. 

Roses like the sunlight fora- 
bout six hours '- - at least for 
half the day. Morning sun seems 
best, and some types of rose? 
burn or bleach under hot after- 
noon sun. 

The planting hole should be 
15 to 18 inches wide for each 
rose plant, even if the roots 
don't look as though they re- 
quire that much space. The 
depth of the hole should be just 
enough to bring the bud union 
(the bulge where the main stem 
starts) about level with the sur- 
face soil. 

^ In the center of the bottom 
of the hole there should be a 
mound of soil over which the 
roots of the plant will be spread. 
Hold the bush in the center of 
the hole and spread the roots 
out, then work in fine soil until 
the hole is about half full and 
press it down firmly. Pour in 
half a bucket of water around 
each bush, and when it settles 
replace the rest of the soil. 
The continuing care required 
by roses is mainly food and 
water. A "complete" plant food, 
high in phosphorus, is recom- 
mended. The American Asso- 
ciation of Nurserymen warns 
that the lawn fertilizers, with 
their high nitrogen content re- 
sults in tender wood and short- 
lived blooms. 

The water is even more im- 
portant tb2R food. Ideally, roses 
should get about an inch of rain- 
fall a week, and if nature doesn't 
do the job be sure tbat you do. 

Later this year you'll want to 
"winterize" your roses. In the 
case of bushes, that means pre-

paring a hill of soil banked a- 
gainst the base of the plant to 
a height of 8 to 10 inches. If you 
have tree roses, wrap the top 
in burlap and the trunk in heavy 
paper. 

Plant your roses now for the 
fun of it, then watch beauty hap- 
pen next spring.

If you want healthy, vigorous, 
beautiful house plants this win- 
ter, you should start your pro- 
gram of loving care now. 

The plants you plunged in the 
flower border for an outdoor 
vaction this summer, and those 
which you kept inside, should 
be repotted in fresh rich soil. 
The job is easy and fun. It al^o 
is very important. Do it before , 
your outdoor plants become da- 
maged by frost. 

The pots you use for house 
plants should be selected with 
care. Many types may be used 
as long as they provide for good 
drainage. They should have 
holes in the bottom which are 
large enough to allow excess 
water to drain out freely. 

For many years we have th- 
ought the porous red clay pots 
were better for house plants 
then glazed crockfery or pla- 
stic containers. Actually, this 
is not true. Godd plants may 
be grown in any type of pot 
which has good drainage. 

Select pots which have nut- 
tral colors which do not de- 
tract from your plants. House 
• plants are grown because, of 
their attractive foliage orilo- 
wers. Do not ruin the desired 
effect with a gaudy pot.. , 

Likewise, , the pot should be 
as small as possible to hold 
the root system, and yet support 
the plant. Here agaii^, 
the plant. Here again, the plant 
is the important item on dis- 
play. It should not have to com- 
pete with a large conspicuous 
container. 

You may secure a good soil 
mixture for house plants from 
your local florist or garden cen- 
ter. If you have a rather small 
number of plants, it is easier 
and quite economical to buy 
7our soH already^ yix e d and 
sterilized. i 



crushed stone in the bottom of 
the pot to promote drainage. 
A half inch layer may be en- 
ough in small pots. 

Knock the plant out of the pot 
by inverting the container and 
tawjing the rim on the edge of a 
table or bench. Hold the base 
of the stem between the first 
and second fingers, and allow 
the soil and roots to drop into the 
palm of the hand. Remove the 
outer inch or more of the root 
ball to provide space for new 
rich soil. 

Your plants should be well 



centered in each pot, and on a 
slight mound. This will cause 
surface water to move away 
from the stem and reduce th§ 
possibility of rot. Pack new 
soil flrmly around the root ball. 
The surface should be about a 
half inch of more below the rip 
of the pot to facilitate watering. 

As a final operation, remove 
any dead; diseased, or broken 
leaves and branches. Cutback 
long stems to ^give a compact 
natural shape. Your plants are 
now' ready for renewed growth, 
and with continued care should 
make an attractive display dur- 
ing the winter months.

If you prefer to prepare your 
own, a good general purpose 
mixture can be made from one 
part each of soil, shredded peat 
moss, and coarse sand, and om- 
half part dried manure. AM one 
pint of bone meal and a half 
cup of 5-10-5 fertilizer per bus- 
hel. This mixture should be ste- 
. rilized to kill insects, disease 
organisms, and weed seeds. 
This can be done by baking for 
one hour at 200 degrees. 

You can make a plant grow- 
ing mixture which does not need 
to be sterilized by using one part 
each of shredded peat moss and 
vermiculite, and one half part 
dried manure. Add a cup of 
ground limestone and a cup of 
bone meal to each bushel. 

When potting your house pl- 
ants, place a piece of broken 
crockery over the drain hole^ 
and an inch of fine gi^vel or

Wesleyan Reports Gains 



The approximately 290 new 
students who began orientation 
at Virginia Wesleyan College 
on Wednesday number more 
than the combined total of the 
261 in three classes (freshman, 
sophomore and junior) in Sept- 
ember 1968. 

Wesleyan officials expect a 
fulltime enrollment of approx- 
imately 475 students this fall, 
including the college's first 
senior class, when classes be- 
gin on September 30. 

This year's freshmen class 
will include students from 13 
states, the District of Columbia 
and two foreign countries. 
— Virginia Wesleyan will be 
offering senior level courses 
for the first time this year 
and the first graduating class 
is scheduled for June 1970. 
College officials expect about 35 
in the first graduating class. 
There were 75 freshmen in the 
^rst entering class in Septem- 
ber 1966. ., , 

Fourteen new fulltime faculty 
And staff members have joined 
the college this year. Ten will 
be fulltime teaching personnel. 
In addition to these, two grad- 
uate librarians have been added 
to the library staff and Mrs. 
Barljara W. Hays, director of 
student services and Ronald S. 
Sell, assistant director of public 
Telafidns and development have 
joined the administrative staff. 
Thirteen new parttime person- 
nel have been added to the coll- 
ege faculty. This brings the total 
number of faculty and adminis- 
trative staff to 51 for September 
1969. 

Wesleyan students returning 
this week will find the new 
$1,700,000 library nearing 
completion. This building has 
a design capacity for 210,000 
volumes. College officials ex- 
pect to occupy part of the build- 
ing this week. Total occupancy 
will not come until November. 
The returning students will also 
find a new science center about 
25 percent toward completion. 
Construction l)egan in June on 
this $1,000,000 structure which 
will house laboratories, faculty 
offices and classrooms for the 
college's expanding science di- 
vision. The library and thesci-? 
ence center were the priority 
projects in Phase n of the col 
lege's long range development 
program. 

Expansion is being made in 
the curriculum for this yeai 
with all four classes. Areas of 
study within the curriculum in- 
clude English, history, political 
science, French, Spanish, Rus- 
sian, philosophy, religion, psy 
chology, chemistry, biology,ed- 
ucation, mathematics, physics, 
sociology, geograi^y and the 
arts. Wesleyan will have a full- 
time faculty member in the arts 
for the first time this year. He 
is Harold R. Kite, assistant pro- 
fessor of drama. Parttime per- 
sonnel will teach In art and 
music. 

In addition to the regular day 
program, fourteen classes are 
being offered in the evening. Fi- 
nal registration for toe evening 
program, open to any hi^j sdi- 
ool graduate, is Sejrtember 26.

The Veterans Administration 
today pointed out ttiat certain 
veterans benefits offer a spec- 
ial opporhinity to a GI wito 
limited education and income. 
. Former serviceman can 
complete high school under the 
GI Bill and still go on to col- 
lege or a trade school as a stu- 
dent full-time at $130 a month. 
E. P. Brosnan, manager of the 
Roanoke VA Regional Office 
said. 

While these'educational bene- 
fits apply to all qualified vete- 
rans who served after Jan. 31, 
1955, a Vietnam era veteran 
who has less than one year 
training beyond high school can 
supplement his Federal goven- 
ment while attending school. 

While the veteran getting a 
"transitional appointment" 
docs not have to compete with 
others for a job, he must have 
the qualigications required and 
must agree to complete onefuU 
year of education or training 
leading to a high school dip- 
loma or its equivalent, Bros- 
-nansaid. 

Veterans who do not want fur- 
ther education or training are 
given assistance in finding a job 
by Veterans Assistance Cen- 



ters in 21 large cities, as well 
as by'VA offices scattered 
throughout the nation. 

Veterans with a limited in- 
come who are permanently and 
totally disabled from resons 
not traceable to service, maybe 
eligible" for a VA pension. Vet- 
erans without dependents are 
eligible if their annual income 
is no more than $2,000 a year; 
veterans with dependents may 
be eligible if their income is no 
more than $3,200. Payments 
range from $29 to $130 a 
month. 

Brosnan also reminded vet- 
erans that procedures have l)een 
established to speed up medical 
care for Vietnam veterans. 
Those who develop medical pro- 
blems within six months of their 
release are to be treated imm- 
ediately when medical need is 
demonstrated without waiting 
until the veteran establishes 
that his ailment is service- 
connected. 

Qualified war veterans are 
eligible for treatment at VA 
hospitals for ailments not re- 
lated to military service, if they 
are unable to pay the cost of 
private care.

Enrollment 
Expected 
To Increase 

A 22 per cent gain in GI Bill 
enrollments is expected this 
fall, accordingtoE. P. Brosnan, 
manager of the Veterans Ad- 
ministration Regional Office, 
Roanoke. 

A 1969 peak fall enrollment 
of 635,000 veterans was fore- 
cast by E. P. Brosnan, who noted 
ti»at the total was 520,524 last 
fall and 380,037 in 1967. 

7,400 of the 635,000 veterans 
expected to take advantage of 
the education and training pro- 
visions of the GI Bill this fall 
are in Virginia, an increase of 
more than 13 per cent over 
last ye&'s peak fall enrollment 
of 6,384. 

In addition, some 50,000 men 
in service will be going to 
school this fall under ^e GI 
Bill. This compares to 36,283 
in 1968 and 22,847 in 1967. 

Of the over-all estimate of 
685,000 (635,000 veterans and 
50,000 servicemen) for '69 peak 
fall enrollment, 9,400 are In 
Virginia. 

This fall's enrollment will 
bring to 1,600,000 the number' 
of veterans and servicemen who 
have enrolled since education 
provisions of the newest GI Bill 
went into effect Junel, 1966. 

Of the 370,000 veterans ex- 
pected to attend institutions of 
higher learning this fall (70,000 
more than for a like period in 
1968), 4,800 are in Virginia. 

Another 205,000 (1,600 In 
Virginia) are expected to be 
enrolled in schools below coll- 
ege level and 60,000 (1,000 in 
Virginia) in on-the-job train- 
ing— 37,000 more than for last 
year. 

While men in service do not 
take on-the-job training under 
the GI Bill, Brosnan said that 
8,000 of them will enroll in 
colleges and another 42,000 in 
education programs below the 
college level. 

To be eligible for VA educa- 
tion assistance, veterans must 
have had at least 181 days of 
continuous service, part of it 
alter Jan. 31, 1955.
